At this time, when my resignation 
goes Into effect, I wish to submit here- 
with a report of the work accomplish- 
ed by your organization during iny ad- 
ministration as Secretary-Manager, a 
period of six months. Attached to 
this is the report of receipts and dis- 
bursements approved by your Audit- 
ing Committee. 

Succeeding Mr. Doone, I took 
charge of the Chamber nf ('(inmierce 
on January I'Gth, and the lirsl [iroject 
coming to the attention of the organ- 
ization was the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Railway passenger sUtlon. We held 
a htrge banquet to which were tavlted 
the members of the Chamber of Com 
merce and the C. & 0. officials and 
the City officials. Complimentary tick- 
ets were issued to the members of Ihe 
City Council In order to Insure their 
attendance. 

We secured the presence of eight 
offlclals of the railway company, in- 
cluding the President and General 
Manager. At this meeting the spirit 
of friendship between the railway 
company and the city was greatly Im- 
proved, an understanding waa reach- 
ed and the promise of new passenger 
and baggage atatlona waa secured, 
provided the north end of Lower 
street wu closed. 

Incidentally, this banquet was de- 
clared to have created a better feel- 
ing of unity than has ever before ex* 
isted among our members.
